To Save Coal In the Kitchen. 


Mrs. S. T. Rorcr, in writing of stoves 


and ranges in one of her departments in 
Tho Ladies' Home Journal; points ont the 
way to economiTe in tho use of coal in the 
cook stove 01-range: "From an economical 
standpoint a brick set rangp should be 
avoided, as tho bricks mid mortar consume 
much heat that, should scr\e for cooking 
purposes. A large firebox is nlpo a point 
in the economy of coal. Where the box is 
small a greater amount of coal is con- 
sumed, as the quantity is too small to 
create heat for the whole range, unless 
kept redhot. In this country it Isour fash- 
ion to attach to "all stoves and ranges 
direct drnftn to the pipe and flue. Tho 
average housewife, having no regular al- 
(owanoe of coal, does not notice the ex- 
travagance, of such a draft, but in Francs, 
where econeiny is studied* such a construc- 
tion wwild not be tolerated. With this flue 
open caul is consumed rapidiy without 
good results, tho heat simply passing up 
and out of the pipe. Such a fire gives a 
redhot top and a cold oven. An ordinary 
range or stove should not consume o
